Nurse wins praise 
for saving man’s life

An off-duty St George’s Hos¬ 
pital nurse who helped save 
the life of an elderly man 
after he collapsed outside a 
Worcester Park supermar¬ 
ket has been praised. 

Marietta Armoogum, a 
sister on the Neuro Inten¬ 
sive Care Unit, rushed to 
the aid of Yagoub Khoi- 
Abbasi, 84, outside the en¬ 
trance of Waitrose in Stone 
Place in September. 

Store staff performed 
CPR on him for 19 minutes 
before she helped bring him 
back to life with paramed¬ 
ics by using a defibrillator. 

His son Joseph Khoi- 
Abassi said: “My father was 
blessed to be given a new 
lease of life after an angel, 
Marietta Armoogum, who 
works at St George’s, saved 
his life. 

“Nothing in this world 
can compare to the gift of 
life that this amazing lady 
bestowed on our family. For 


us, this is pure and simple a 
miracle. 

“No amount of recogni¬ 
tion or appreciation can 
convey the true depth of 
our feelings towards Ma¬ 
rietta, every day we thank 
her from the bottom of our 
hearts.” 

Ms Armoogum was shop¬ 
ping while off duty on Sep¬ 
tember 1 and visited him in 
the St George’s Coronary 
Care Unit after spending 
eight days in its care. 

Mr Khoi-Abassi made a 
full recovery and was reu¬ 
nited with his family. 

She said: “I’d had im¬ 
mediate life support train¬ 
ing at St George’s a few 
months prior, so when I 
saw someone had collapsed 
outside the shop, the train¬ 
ing kicked in, along with an 
added adrenaline boost. 

“I’m so pleased that Ya¬ 
goub has made a full recov¬ 
ery and is now back home 
with his family.” 

Waitrose staff later pre¬ 
sented Ms Armoogum with 
flowers after she managed 
to get the patient’s name be¬ 
fore leaving.

A drugs raid yielded a lucky 
result for an Epsom musician 
when police found instru¬ 
ments he reported stolen sev¬ 
en years ago. 

The keyboard and seven ex¬ 
pensive guitars were found in 
a home in Pretson Lane, Tad- 
worth, along with cannabis 
plants. 

They were reported stolen 
in April 2009, the raid took 
place on June 1, 2016, and the 
trial finished last month. 


The owner of the instru¬ 
ments said: “We had effec¬ 
tively given up hope of ever 
getting the instruments back, 
but we’re delighted that they 
have now been returned.” 

Simon David Morris, 52, of 
Preston Lane, was arrested 
there and later charged with 
producing a Class B drug and 
handling stolen goods. 

A three-day trial at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court concluded 
on December 15, with Morris 
admitting growing and pro¬ 
ducing cannabis, and being 
found guilty of handling sto¬ 
len goods. 

He received a 12 months 


sentence, suspended for 18 
months, and must do 120 
hours of unpaid work and 
take 40 days of rehabilitation. 

PC Wendy Kimber from Rei- 
gate and Banstead Neighbour¬ 
hood Team, said: “This was 
an exceptional result and we 
are thrilled to be able to reu¬ 
nite these highly valued items 
with their rightful owner.

The Royal Automobile Club 
is seeking to build a “destina¬ 
tion spa” to attract members 
to its Woodcote Park estate. 

Planning applications de¬ 
tails revealed a ‘Masterplan’ 
of improvements that will 
span 15 to 20 years. 

Woodcote Park is on pro¬ 
tected greenbelt land and 
English Heritage criticised 
plans for an extension to the 
sports premises when it was 
first put forward in 2015. 

The planning application, 
submitted to Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council on 
December 22, claimed: “The 
Royal Automobile Club is one 
of the foremost private mem¬ 
bers’ clubs in the world. 

“It was the birthplace of 
motorsport in the UK: in 
1926, the club organised the 
first British Grand Prix at 
Brooklands and, in 1948, the 
first modern Grand Prix at 
Silver stone. 

“It aims to provide its 
17,000 members with first

class accommodation, din¬ 
ing, sports and leisure fa¬ 
cilities for the enjoyment of 
members and their guests.” 

Woodcote Park was pur¬ 
chased by the club in 1913. 
It already employs over 500 
staff and has won numerous 
awards for its activities - in¬ 
cluding the Surrey Heritage 
Award last year for the trans¬ 
formation of the old barn at 
Woodcote Park into a home 
for the club’s heritage vehi¬ 
cles. 

The club was founded in 
July 1897 to promote automo¬ 
biles in society and champi¬ 
on the interests of motorists. 

In 1907 King Edward VII 
announced that the club 


should be known as ‘The Roy¬ 
al Automobile Club’. 

The club organises two 
major annual events free 
of charge to the public: the 
famous annual London to 
Brighton Veteran Car Run 
(featuring pre-1905 cars) 
and the Regent Street Motor 
Show (which had half a mil¬ 
lion visitors in 2017).

The spa plan includes an 
extension to the sports club, 
changes to existing tennis 
courts, demolition of the ex¬ 
isting plant room, and associ¬ 
ated landscaping, engineer¬ 
ing works and operations. 

Theapplication was vali¬ 
dated by Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council on Decem¬ 
ber 29.

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Drug dealer jailed after arrest in Ewell 


A Richmond cocaine dealer who was 
arrested in Ewell during Surrey Police’s 
#OutInForce day of action has been 
jailed. 

Shaban Domi, 26, was stopped by officers 
while driving on Chessington Road on 
November 17. 

Police searched his car and found 15 
wraps of cocaine and a butterfly knife 
hidden in the vehicle. 

Domi, of Meadlands Drive, was charged 
with possession with intent to supply 
class A drugs and remanded in custody. 
Detective chief inspector Sailesh 
Limbachia said: “As part of the proactive 
patrols being carried out across the 
county on the day-of-action, we were 
executing stop-checks of vehicles. 

“Given the certain intelligence we have 
gathered from the public, our suspicions 
around this particular car were raised. 
We stopped the driver and discovered he 
was involved in illegal activity. 

“We carried out a search of his vehicle 
and found a supply of illegal drugs along 
with a butterfly knife. He was arrested, 
charged and remanded into custody, 
putting a stop to his criminality. 

“Officers and staff, who wouldn’t usually 
see front-line policing in action, provided 
plenty of support to those who are 
usually on proactive patrols. It really 
highlighted the fact that policing and 
the work that goes into keeping our 
communities safe is a team effort.” 

Domi pleaded guilty to possession with 
intent to supply class A drugs at Staines 
Magistrates’ Court on November 20, and 
was sentenced at Guildford Crown Court 
on December 21 to two years and eight 
months in prison. 

A charge of possession of an offensive 
weapon was left to lie on file.

Cat killer shows 
no signs of end

The Croydon Cat Killer showed no 
signs of ending his bloodthirsty 
rampage in 2017 in what was his 
most vicious year of killings. 

Two more cats were slain on 
Christmas Day and police are in¬ 
vestigating as crimes are reported 
“almost daily”. 

This year saw the presumed se¬ 
rial killer expand his reach beyond 
cats, with the head of a deer discov¬ 
ered beside a child’s trampoline. 

In “crimes designed to horrify,” 
the animal ripper is said to have 
killed well over 400 animals in two 
years and there were three cases 
on a single day in September. 

Other shocking finds include 
beheaded swans, rabbits and two 
weeks ago a headless fox was found, 
according to South Norwood Ani¬ 
mal Rights Liberty (SNARL). 

The characteristic of these bru¬ 
tal attacks are what SNARL co¬ 
founder Tony Jenkins dubbed “sig¬ 
nature injuries,” the likes of which 
resulted in a police investigation 
codenamed Operation Takahe and 


Timeline of atrocities 

The documented cases of animal 
deaths linked to the Croydon Cat Killer 
in recent months include: 

■ December - Cats in Carshalton and 
Wallington killed on Christmas Day 
and a Twickenham pet. 

■ November - Cats killed in 
Chessington, New Malden, Addlestone 
and fox found near a children’s play 
area in Wallington. 

■ September - The body of a 
decapitated cat found in Chessington 
and a dead cat found in box in Purley. 

■ August - Cat’s tail discovered in 
Worcester Park 

■ June - A cat was killed in Sutton 

■ May - Mutilated cats found in Ewell, 
Epsom and Wallington gardens. 


fears of a step towards human tar¬ 
gets. 

Detective Sergeant Andy Col¬ 
lin said: “The concern is they will 
cease getting that and escalate the 
attacks to humans, specifically vul¬ 
nerable women and girls.” 

Animal welfare association 
SNARL is leading the charge to 


find the killer. 

Mr Jenkins and his partner Bou- 
dicca noted similarities among cat 
deaths across social media in 2015 
and this year a £10,000 reward was 
declared for information leading to 
the capture of the killer. 

Mr Jenkins said: “Animals are 
just the vehicle by which the killer 
gets at humans. 

“The display of the bodies is his 
form of boasting. Sometimes he 
removes a head and tail and some¬ 
times he cuts them in half. 

Sickening mutilations have been 
identified across London, Sheffield, 
Surrey, Manchester, Sheffield, Bir¬ 
mingham and the Isle of Wight. 

Mr Jenkins said in 2017 the killer 
is taking bigger risks. 

He said: “We are seeing exactly 
the same injuries. Eventually he’ll 
make a mistake. We can’t let it go, 
as long as he keeps killing we’ll 
keep going.” 

An e-fit of the suspect, based 
on witness reports from Kent and 
Surrey show the suspect as a white 
man, 5’9” tall in his forties. He was 
described as having short brown 
hair, wearing dark clothing, a back¬ 
pack and headlight. Police believe 
he originated from Addiscombe.

Ed Byrne is touring the country extensively with his new show Spoiler Alert. 
He tells BRIAN DONALDSON all about the show which stops off at the Rose 


Theatre in Kingston and New Wimbledon 

CUTTING 


Ed Byrne has been an acclaimed stand-up with 
audiences and critics alike for 20 years now. 

His success with shows such as the Roaring 
Forties, Different Class and the 1998 Perrier- 
nominated A Night At The Opera led to him appearing 
on the box in the diverse likes of Mock The Week, 
Father Ted and The One Show and All Star Mr & Mrs, 
while his love of hillwalking resulted in him writing a 
regular column for The Great Outdoors magazine. 

In fact, his love of natural history has crossed into 
television with appearances on The One Show 
(abseiling in Snowdonia), Countryfile (climbing Sgurr 
Dearg, the ‘inaccessible pinnacle’ on Skye) and 
presenting items on Volcano Live (BBC). 

The Irish comic is firmly of a belief that the current 
breed of parents spoil their kids rotten whether it’s to 
do with the ever-increasing size of garden trampolines, 
or his own kids’ demand for elderflower cordial. 

“My dad wasn’t a bad dad, he was just a 1970s dad. 
I could never see my children ever again from this 
moment on, and I’ve already done more parenting than 
he did in my entire life. But, I made a conscious 
decision that I was going to be an awesome dad.” 

In Spoiler Alert, Ed compares and contrasts the 
old-school child-rearing days with 21 st century 
methods and suggests that there are different ways to 
learn how to be a mum or dad. 

“I grew up in what I would call an aspirational 
household in that my parents bettered themselves over 
the course of my childhood. My mother was a 
radiographer and ended up a lecturer in radiography, 
while my dad was a sheet metal worker and went up to 
a supervisory role. I’d still say that you are expected to 
do a lot more parenting than our parents did and that’s 
a weird thing because you tend to think that your 
parents are where you learned parenting from. But you 
don’t, really, it’s more that you look around you to see 
what’s going on with other parents.” 

As well as stories about his two young sons, Ed 


weaves in routines about running out of petrol in the 
most awkward place imaginable, helping rescue an 
injured man in the Cairngorms, and the nation-dividing 
campaign and result of the EU referendum. His way of 
tackling Brexit is to draw an analogy with the time his 
son was determined to touch an electric fence with his 
dad trying to warn him of the dangers. 

“I was telling the story of the electric fence for a 
while, and then suddenly it struck me that it was Brexit 
in microcosm. The government told you not to do this 
and that it would be a terrible idea, but you said ‘no, we 
want to do it anyway’. So now we’re doing it and it’s 
proving a terrible idea.” 

Spoiler Alert also continues a theme that he’s 
tackled in previous shows, that of his gradual shift from 
being a working-class Dubliner to a fully paid-up ruraF 
residing member of the middle classes. 

Where once he would do routines slating 4x4 
owners, he is now the proud(ish) owner of such a 
vehicle. And in the poster for his tour, he brandishes 
other signifiers of social mobility: a bowtie and 
chainsaw. “It’s one of two I own: that one is the smaller 
of the two,” Ed remarks of his chainsaw rather than his 
neckwear. “I use it for firewood, both for my wood 
burning stove and also for the barbecue. The first time I 
used one I was fine, though I think it worried my 
parents that I had bought a chainsaw.” 

Having premiered Spoiler Alert at the Edinburgh 
Fringe and used the month of August to hone the 
show, it is fully ready to go. “On the first leg of the tour 
I’ll do about an hour and 15 minutes, plus I’ll have a 
support act. I keep a tour diary now of places where 
the curries are disappointing and where they are good 
and where audiences have been good before.” 

With such an extensive series of dates ahead, 
chances are Ed Byrne will be coming to a town near 
you soon. Go and spoil yourself.

HOSTILES (15): Retribution and regret are saddle- 
sore travelling companions in writer-director Scott 
Cooper’s gritty western, set during the final years 
of the bloodthirsty war between the United States 
Army and Native Americans. Hostiles cocks its 
pistol towards political correctness by apportioning 
blame for the slaughter to both sides of the conflict. 
Cooper’s script isn’t inclined to rigorously debate moral 
ambiguities and characters sometimes enforce racial 
and tribal stereotypes for the sake of dramatic expedi¬ 
ency. However, boundaries between conventional heroes 
and villains are intriguingly blurred, and justice is seldom 
granted to battle-scarred characters as they endure “the 
Lord’s rough ways.” Christian Bale delivers a blistering 
performance as a world-weary army captain, whose hu¬ 
manity is revitalised by an unexpected encounter with the 
sole survivor of a Comanche attack (Rosamund Pike). 
The on-screen pairing of the two British actors elevates 
Cooper’s film. 

ALL THE MONEY IN THE WORLD (15): Based on one 
version of events surrounding the 1963 kidnapping of 
16-year-old John Paul Getty III, Ridley Scott’s propulsive 
thriller sustains dramatic tension with aplomb as David 
Scarpa’s script ricochets between the gang holding the 
boy hostage and the dysfunctional Getty family. Michelle 
Williams teases out the steely resolve of the young Getty’s 
mother, who married into wealth and has to rely on the 
benevolence of others to save her son (Charlie Plum¬ 
mer). ‘You have to give me some time here, I’m fighting 
an empire,” she pleads to one kidnapper (Romain Duris). 
Oil tycoon J Paul Getty (Christopher Plummer) refuses to 
plunder a single cent from his billion-dollar empire, coldly 
arguing that if he paid a ransom for one grandchild he 
would set a costly precedent. Instead, he hires former 
CIA agent and security consultant Fletcher Chace (Mark 
Wahlberg) to rescue the boy. 

BRAD’S STATUS (15): There’s no pleasing some peo¬ 
ple. The central character of Brad’s Status is a narcissist 
and neurotic, whose deep-seated feelings of inadequacy 
are exacerbated by the picture-perfect, lavish lifestyles of 
the people he once knew. Played with sufficient warmth 


by Ben Stiller to retain our empathy if not our sympathy, 
the eponymous grouch is repeatedly reminded of the true 
riches in his miserablist existence: his adoring wife (Jenna 
Fischer) and child (Austin Abrams). Brad’s Status is a well 
observed portrait of middle-age malaise, galvanised by 
the on-screen chemistry between Stiller and Abrams. 
Their scenes together have a natural tension and awk¬ 
wardness that rings true. 

THE GREATEST SHOWMAN (PG): Roll up and rock out 
for director Michael Gracey’s hyperkinetic, foot-stomping 
musical based on the topsy-turvy life of circus impresario 
and master of shameless self-promotion Phineas Taylor 
Barnum (Hugh Jackman). Razzle smooches dazzle in 
every breathlessly choreographed, crowd-pleasing frame 
of this rags-to-riches fairytale set to a wickedly infectious 
score composed by Benj Pasek and Justin Paul, who 
pirouetted away with Oscars for La La Land. The duo 
should clear the mantelpiece for more golden statuettes 
because their songbook here is a barnstorming selec¬ 
tion of earworms. Unquestionably, the script co-written by 
Jenny Bicks and Bill Condon is light on characterisation 
and polishes the morally questionable legacy of manipu¬ 
lator PT to a sanitised lustre. Somehow, despite manifold 
failings, Gracey’s picture is a joy-infused, whoop-inducing 
blast of pure pleasure that calibrates every swoon of ro¬ 
mance and doff of a top hat with masterful precision. I 
was gleefully and giddily suckered. 

MOLLY’S GAME (15): Oscar-winning screenwriter Aaron 
Sorkin makes his directorial debut with a slick dramatisa¬ 
tion of the rise and fall of Molly Bloom, who dealt herself 
a winning hand in 2009 as hostess of Hollywood’s most 
exclusive poker game with a 50,000 US dollar stake to 
sit at a table frequented by film stars, directors and busi¬ 
ness titans. The first-time film-maker deals a full house 
of snappy dialogue to his cast, overplaying his hand on 
occasion so Jessica Chastain is forced to deliver screeds 
in voiceover as the title character. Some one-liners zing, 
others are clumsily forced (“I felt I was in a hole, so deep, 
I could go fracking”) but his cast are committed, includ¬ 
ing one showy scene for co-star Idris Elba that makes 
amends for a lack of fireworks during a sluggish first 


hour. Sorkin’s words speak louder than his choices be¬ 
hind the camera and his film is overlong. However, like 
some of the people around Molly’s table, he bluffs his 
way towards a winning position. 

JUMANJI: WELCOME TO THE JUNGLE (12A): More 
than 20 years after family-friendly fantasy Jumanji starring 
Robin Williams rampaged through multiplexes, Jake Kas¬ 
dan directs an action-packed rumble in the jungle tailored 
to the short attention spans of digitally minded teenagers. 
Five screenwriters pay affectionate tribute to the late ac¬ 
tor, respectfully passing the narrative baton to a new set 
of wise-cracking misfits (Dwayne Johnson, Kevin Hart, 
Jack Black, Karen Gillan), who become trapped inside 
a video game. Jumanji: Welcome To The Jungle is less 
than the sum of its fitfully entertaining parts. Johnson and 
Hart catalyse an amusingly fractious double-act while 
Black has a hoot channelling the sassiness of a class¬ 
room queen bee, including one stand-out sequence in 
which he tutors Gillan in the fine art of flirtation. Kasdan’s 
film is merrily divorced from realism and relinquishes the 


childlike innocence of the original for an all-guns-blazing 
assault on the senses including ribald humour that will be 
too saucy for very young children. 

PITCH PERFECT 3 (12A): After a rollicking reunion in 
the effervescent 2015 sequel Pitch Perfect 2, delightfully 
dysfunctional a cappella champions The Barden Bellas 
are, frustratingly, off-key and out of sync for their teary- 
eyed farewell tour of the musical comedy franchise. The 
uproarious original film was one of the sleeper hits of 
2012, part of a modern vanguard of fabulously female¬ 
centric comedies including Bridesmaids. Despite some 
cute moments and a nostalgic montage of behind-the- 
scenes footage over the end credits, director Trish 
Sie’s film is one rousing chorus of sisterly solidarity too 
far for these harmonious heroines. Screenwriter Kay 
Cannon hits emotional bum notes for the first time. A 
cacophony of hastily composed character arcs falls flat 
and the luminous Anna Kendrick is almost relegated to 
backing singer in the ensuing madness. What a crying 
aca-shame.

ARLA Propertymark’s predictions and hopes for 
2018, from David Cox, Chief Executive: 

Almost three in five (59 per cent) letting agents 
think rent prices will rise next year, compared to just 
19 per cent who predict they will decreasel 
Two thirds (62 per cent) expect the supply of 
rental stock to fall in 2018, while 53 per cent think 
demand will continue to rise 
Seven in ten (70 per cent) letting agents expect 
private rented taxes to rise further next year, as 
agents start altering their business models to 
survive in the wake of the Government’s ban on 
tenant fees. 

David Cox, Chief Executive, ARLA Propertymark, 
said: “2017 was a big year for the lettings industry, 
and tenants felt the effects of this. Unfortunately, it 
looks like rising rent costs are going to continue into 
the New Year as agents need to be moving into a 
0% fee business model by October, which will push 



rents up as the costs are passed through landlords 
and onto tenants. There is a lot of other regulation 
making its way through Parliament next year, which 
will more positively affect the rental market however 
- including regulation of the industry, housing courts 
and longer-term tenancies. While these policies will be 
developed rather than implemented, they should start 
to affect the market as agents adapt their businesses 
in anticipation. 

“In terms of the supply of rental properties, which 
agents largely expect to fall, we need to remember 


that the minimum energy efficiency standards coming 
into effect in the New Year could see up to 300,000 
properties being taken off the market because they 
don’t reach the minimum requirements. This will also 
- in turn - push rent costs up. 

“Overall, the industry is going through a seismic 
change and the lettings market we know today will be 
radically altered over the next five years. This change 
will be painful for agents, but we believe the industry will 
come out of the other end stronger, more professional 
and with a robust reputation among consumers.” 


NAEA Propertymark’s predictions and hopes 
for 2018, from Mark Hayward, Chief Executive: 

Almost half (43 per cent) of estate agents 
expect house prices to fall next year2 

The majority expect supply to remain the 
same in 2018 (44 per cent) while 29 per cent 
think it will decrease. A third (32 per cent) 
think demand will decrease in line with this, but 
almost half (46 per cent) expect it to stay the 
same 

A third (34 per cent) expect incidences of 
gazumping to decrease in the New Year too, 
while the trend of renovating rather than moving 
is expected to continue as 60 per cent think 
more homeowners will do this. 

Mark Hayward, Chief Executive, NAEA 
Propertymark said: “It’s been a big year for the 
housing market, with the Government pledging 
to improve the house-buying process, and 
stamp duty relief for FTBs coming into effect. 
However, looking ahead to next year, more 
than half of our members don’t think the FTB 
tax relief will have a real impact on the number 
of sales being made to the group. Further, 
agents expect supply to remain the same but 
demand to grow which sounds like bad news, 
but if we can improve the process of buying a 
property, we’ll be making vast improvements to 
the sector which will ultimately make it easier 
and provide more certainty for FTBs. Our 
members want to see stamp duty relief rolled 
out nationally to all buyers, and hold out hope 
that housing stock will increase. This will be a 
case of ‘wait and see’ - the Government has 
made many such promises in the past which 
we’ve never seen translated into reality.”

VauxhallGrandlandX 



BACKGROUND: It’s surprising 
how long it’s taken Vauxhall to get 
itself proper representation in the 
mid-sized ‘Qashqai-class’ family SUV 
segment. Yes, there was the Korean- 
built Antara model that sold between 
2007 and 2016, but that car was 
crude, expensive to run and not very 
well built. Buyers almost universally 
ignored it. Which was a problem 
for the Griffin brand, at a time when 
Nissan Qashqais and Peugeot 3008s 
were flying from the showrooms. 

What to do? Economics meant that 
some sort of platform-sharing deal for 
representation in this sector would 
be essential, so Vauxhall turned to 
Peugeot, with whom the brand was 
starting to consider a merger. Well 
before that happened, a deal was 
concluded to see the creation of a 
small SUV (the Vauxhall Crossland 
X) created from the underpinnings 
of a Peugeot 2008. And a mid-sized 
model (this Grandland X) to be built 
using the platform and engineering of 
a MK2 model Peugeot 3008. 
DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Engine 
wise, Grandland X buyers are offered 
a PSA-sourced choice of units, either 
a three cylinder 130PS 1.2-litre petrol 
powerplantora 120PS 1.6-litre 
CDTi diesel. There are manual and 
automatic transmission options in 
both cases. At the top of the range, 
there’s an auto-only 177PS 2.0-litre 
CDTi range-topping model. Whatever 


your choice of engine, don’t expect 
handling to be especially rewarding; 
if you want that, why on earth are 
you considering buying an SUV in 
the first place? Like most of its rivals, 
Vauxhall has focused instead on ride 
and refinement and you can expect 
high class standards to be matched 
in this regard. Vauxhall doesn’t think 
potential buyers in this segment really 
need 4WD. Instead, the brand offers 
an optional electronic Grip Control 
system that ensures traction in 
diverse driving situations. The driver 
has a choice of five driving modes: 
for each one the system adapts the 
torque distribution to the front wheels, 
allows wheel-spin if necessary, and, 
with the automatic transmission, 
adjusts shift points as well as throttle 
response. This ensures traction and 
stable handling regardless of the 
road surface. The brand continues 
to deliver on its commitment to lead 
in lighting technology, equipping the 
Grandland X with Adaptive Forward 
Lighting LED headlamps. With these, 
functions such as cornering light, 
high beam assist and auto levelling 
guarantee optimal illumination of the 
road ahead. 

DESIGN AND BUILD: At 

nearly 4.5m long, nearly 1.9m 
wide and nearly 1.65m high, the 
Grandland X is atouch biggerthan 
the mid-sized SUV Qashqai-class 
norm - and, Vauxhall hopes, a touch 


more distinctive. As usual, that’s a 
matter of perspective: ours is that 
the Peugeot 3008 crossover this 
car is based upon is slightly more 
eye-catching, but you may think 
differently. The Grandland is certainly 
good looking enough to stand its 
corner on the school run. Above 
the front skid plate, the bold grille 


proudly displays the Vauxhall Griffin 
badge, chrome winglets embracing 
the brand logo and flowing outwards 
to the slim, double-wing LED 
headlamps. Muscular, sculpted wheel 
arches and protective cladding on 
the lower body deliver the required 
dose of ‘SUV-ness’ and an optional 
two-tone finish, with the roof in 


contrasting black, adds an extra 
touch of personalisation. Inside, 
the instrument panel and centre 
console with touchscreen are clearly 
laid out and horizontally aligned to 
the driver. There’s no sign of the 
‘love-it-or-hate-it’ i-Drive cockpit of this 
model’s Peugeot design stablemate, 
which sees 3008 buyers viewing the 


instrument dials over the steering 
wheel rim. That may be a relief for 
some. The centre stack has three 
horizontal rows of controls for fast 
and intuitive access to infotainment, 
climate control and chassis functions. 
Driver and passengers benefit from 
the elevated seating position typical of 
an SUV, which ensures good visibility 
in all situations. And this model’s 
relatively long wheelbase provides 
decent space for up to five people, 
while the luggage compartment (with 
a load volume from 514-litres to a 
maximum of 1,652 litres) should 
offer more than adequate room for 
luggage. 

MARKET: So, let’s get to the 
pricing, which is mainly pitched in 
the £23,000 to £30,000 bracket - 
pretty much what you’d expect these 
days for a family-sized Qashqai-class 
compact Crossover with cutting-edge 
design. There’s a choice of five trim 
levels - ‘SE’, Tech Line Nav’, ‘Sport 
Nav’, ‘Elite Nav’ and ‘Ultimate’. The 
most affordable variants use an 
impressively efficient three cylinder 
1.2-litre 130PS turbo petrol unit-and 
that might be all you really need if 
your annual mileage is quite low. Most 
customers though, are likely to want 
to pay extra for the 1.6-litre CDTi 
diesel variant, this engine initially 
offered with 120PS. Model for model, 
the diesel is £ 1,355 more expensive 
to buy. Both engines come with the 
option of automatic transmission.

A late goal from Colombian-born 
striker Angelo Balanta denied 
Sutton United a festive double 
over Boreham Wood on Monday.
